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MELBOURNE became a 
$6 million soccer venue 
richer with the official 
opening of the Epping 
Stadium last Saturday 
night. 

But the resident team, 
the Melbourne Raiders, 
made a less auspicious 
start at their new home, 
losing 2-0 to Victorian 
Premier League leader 
Port Melbourne on 
probably the best pitch 
this side of the black 


stump. 
The club previously 
occupied nearby  Par- 


tridge Reserve as the 
Thomastown devils and 
Thomastown zebras for 
25 years. 

The junior teams will 
still have their home 
there. 

The Raiders have also 
started a women’s team. 

Encouraged by a free 
entry offer, a good 
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crowd, nudging 2000, 
had turned up to admire 
the roomy grandstand 
with a 1,500 covered 
seating capacity, spotless 
amenities and spacious 
car parking. 

And above all, they'd 
come to watch a real 
spectacle on the grassy 
carpet of international 
standard, shimmering 
under the generous flood- 
lights providing the right 
atmosphere for an 
autumn night full of an- 
ticipation. 

"This is a ‘beautiful 
pitch. The best I've seen. 
It beats the MCG," said 
Geoff Miles, chief execu- 
tive of the Victorian Soc- 
cer Federation. 

Financed by the City of 
Whittlesea, the stadium 
has been four years in the 
making. 

The original plan was 
for a $10 million com- 
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plex, with four pitches to 
national league standard 
and a stadium with a total 
capacity of 13,500 spec- 
tators. 

It was to be built in 
four stages, stage one 
completed by early 1997 
and the remainder before 
Sydney's 2000 Olympics. 

But Victorian politics 
intervened. 

Construction lay dor- 
mant for two years and 
the grand vision was 
trimmed down to a more 
modest scale. 

Nevertheless, the com- 
pleted version, more or 
less stage one, is a great 
asset that should serve 
soccer well in the ex- 
panding northern region 
of Melbourne's  ever- 
spreading suburban land- 
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It is about 20km’ from 
central Melbourne, but 
within easy reach of its 
northern catchment basin. 

The annual rent is be- 
lieved to be $15,000. 

Joe , Brondolino, .VSF 
chairman, underscored 
the stadium's value: "This: 
is a first class soccer fa- 
cility and an ideal venue 
for the northern suburbs. 

“The stadium will en- 
hance soccer participa- 
tion in Victoria. 

“It will fulfil its pri- 
mary purpose of promot- 
ing and developing com- 
munity involvement." 

Tony Cikoja, chairman 
of the Victorian Premier 
League said: "We must 
ensure that the stadium 
stays in the hands of pre- 
mier clubs, and that it is 
retained for soccer. 


“It needs another 
(second) tenant. 

“Tt would be a shame if 
it was under-used. 

“We must promote (use 
of) the stadium." 

Cr Frank Merlino, 
mayor of the City of 
Whittlesea, confirmed the 
stadium would have the 
Raiders as the main ten- 
ant, but co-tenants would 
be invited, saying: "This 
will be the home-ground 
for the Melbourne Raid- 
ers, but it will be shared. 

“Tt will also be made 
available to other clubs in 
the area. 

“The city has nine soc- 
cer clubs, 56 teams and 
1,000 players and many 
thousands of supporters. 

“We must make sure all 
of them benefit from the 
stadium and its world 
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class pitch.” 

He was still hopeful the 
stadium would play a role 
during the Sydney Olym- 
pics, when soccer will be 
played in Melbourne, at 
the MCG. 

A dozen matches are 
planned and a semi-final. 

Merlino believed Ep- 
ping would be an excel- 
lent training facility for 
visiting Olympic teams. 

"We would welcome it 
if teams came here to 
train,” he said. 

“The ground is to inter- 
national standards and 
there is room for future 
expansion of the com- 
plex. 

“Tt is only a 20-minute 
drive from the airport and 
once the new ring road 
opens it will be even 
closer." 

But VSF commissioner 
Vasko Stojcevski was 
cautious about Epping's 


chances. 
"SOCOG (the Olympic 
organising committee) 


has had a look at venues 
and will look at them 
again,” he cautioned. 

“They are going to have 
a look at Epping, but they 
favour venues close to 
the central business dis- 
trict.” 

Raiders vice president 
Fernando Dimasi said 
making Epping the club's 
home was part of a five- 
year plan to push for na- 
tional participation. 

"We are gearing our- 
selves up for a future 
second division of the 
national league. 

“We need the facility to 
do that. 

“YT. believe a second 
division will come in the 
next two years and we're 
setting ourselves up for 
that level," Dimasi said.

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FIFA President Sepp 
Blatter has said harmo- 
nising the international 
soccer calendar could not 
be done before 2005, 
making 2009 the first 
year in which his plan to 
stage the World Cup 
every two years could be 
adopted. 

"We want to have a 
master calendar, but it is 


possible only after 2004,” 
he said. 
“Contracts have 


already been signed for 
competitions," the FIFA 
president told a news 
conference. 

"We could start in 
2005,” Blatter said of the 
proposal to harmonise the 
soccer calendar. 

He said it would not be 
possible to hold a World 
Cup in 2008 because the 
Olympic Games and 
the Confederations Cup 
would be held that year. 

Blatter has already 
promised that, if his con- 
troversial two-year plan 
is enacted, the World 
Cup would not be held in 
the same year as the sum- 
mer Olympic Games. 

"Therefore 2009 would 
be the first opportunity to 
start ... and this is a pos- 
sibility,” Blatter said. 

“This is not only an 


idea, it has become a 
possibility if the master 
calendar is successful,” 
Blatter said. 

Last month European 
soccer's governing body, 
UEFA, forced Blatter to 
back down on his plan 
to stage the World. Cup 
every two years, but nei- 
ther side ruled out the 
possibility of realising 
the plan in the longer 
term. 

Blatter said the fact that 
the two-year idea was

being discussed and that 
it resulted in the plan to 
push for a harfionised 
calendar was a plus for 
the game. 

"Even if we only reach 
a coordinated calendar 
then it is a win for foot- 
ball," Blatter said. 

He also reiterated his 
view that the World Cup 
host ‘nation should be 
chosen on a_ rotating 
basis, making Africa and 
Oceania next in line for 
the competition. 


And FIFA will set the

pick up the crumbs. 


TWO HUNDRED dollars for a ticket 
for the World XI? 

Finally I have been forced into 
making a comment because I am get- 
ting fed up of being bombarded with 
questions on the issue. 

If an average NSL fixture admis- 
sion is $12-15, then you would ex- 
pect a Grand Final ticket to be in the 
range of $30-40.

TWO Australians are in 
regular action in the Ger- 
man Bundesliga and 
they happen to play for 
the same Club. 

rSV¥V 1860 Munich is 
the home of defender 
Ned Zelic and striker 
Paul Agostino, and with 
the club currently lying 
fourth on the league tad- 
der, everything points to 
a positive European sea- 
son next year. 

"We're just two points 
away from second place 
and we’re looking to fin- 
ish at least the top three 
or four, which would 
guarantee a place in the 
Champions League next 
season," says the sea- 
soned Zelic. 

"Since the fifth round 
we've been in the top 
four and we want to ce- 
ment that, and with 14 
rounds to go, our goal is 
to finish top two for auto- 
matic entry, or at least 


third or fourth where 
we'll go through some 
qualifying games." 


Zelic, who has been 
with 1860 for just over a 
year since his move from 
French club Auxerre, is 
enjoying life in Germany, 
as he looks forward to 
another season with the 
club. 

"I feel really comfort- 
able here in the Bundes- 
liga — this is where I 
started in Europe and 
after taking a few adven- 
tures into England and 
France, this is where I 
feel at home — plus the 
fact the team is doing 
well, it all adds up." 

Over the weekend, 
1860 drew nil-all with 
Duisburg, with Zelic 
playing a full game, 
while Agostino came off 
the bench in the 69th 
minute. 

"Unfortunately it was a 
bit of a scrappy game, 
with a lot of chances to 
win but we just couldn’t 
score." says Zelic 

"We didn’t have the 
killer instinct to put goals 
away, but having said 
that, in this round from 
eight games there were 
six draws, four of them 
nil-all — so not many 
goals over-all in the 
weekend — it must have 
been catching. 

"I played full games 
both this week and last 
week and it’s really good 
to be in that rhythm again 
of week-in week-out - 
after all the injury .prob- 
lems I had over the years 
in-France and at Dort- 
miund, it makes a big dif- 
ference on the ‘physical

side of things." 

“Agostino, mean time, 
has to contend with the 
fact that the team has 
four strikers, with only 
two positions available in 
the starting line-up. 

“We've played two 
games since Christmas 
and: I’ve come off the 
bench in both those 
games," says Agostino. 
"Since I’ve been here 
Ive played 20 games 
with four goals. to my 
name — naturally I'd like 
a few more but that will 
come with time. 

"The team’s looking 
really good, though, and 
as one of four strikers in 
the team the coach has 
got a good selection — all 
round we have a good 
squad and it shows on 
the park.” 

Agostino made the 
move from Bristo} City 
in England two seasons 
ago, and it’s been a mat- 
ter of adaptation — and 
keeping fit. 

“The first year was 
more of a learning proc- 
ess and adapting to the 
German style because it’s 


very different," says the 
striker. 

"English play is a lot 
more direct with long 
balls, whereas in Ger- 
many it’s a patient build- 
up — we play with a 
sweeper while they play a 
4-4-2, so that was a bit 
difficult, as well as prob- 
lems with a few injuries. 

“In the ‘second half of 
the season I have been 
recovering from a broken 
foot which kept me out 
for a good few months 
but I’m back and fully 
fit." 

And the benefits of 
having another Aussie, 
particularly one with Ze- 
lic’s experience at the 
same club? 

"Ned really helped me 
settle in,’ adds Aloisi, 
“and | guess it works 
both ways — he’s told me 
it’s good having me here, 
and it helps when you 
want to speak your own 
lingo, so we have cach 
other to speak to.” 

Asking the two of them 
what they miss most 
about Australia is quite a 
revelation. 


Family, aside, no, it’s 
not the weather, or the 
beaches, or even the 
vegemite!_ 

"The milkshakes — in 
Australia, at the local 
milk bar, they make the 
best milk shakes — over 
here, its just not the 
same quality and every 
time | come back I just 
pig out on chocolate 
milk-shakes. 

"My mum’s home 
cooking — and | love 
Australian seafood — here 
you just don’t get the 
lobsters and the king 
prawns — when I’m 
home, we sit down and 
have a feast of king 
prawns.” 

You'll just have to fig- 
ure out who misses what! 

And in other German 
action Tony Sekulic 
came off the bench in the 
77th minute as FSV 
Mainz won 1-0 away to 
Karlsruher. 

Goalkeeper Frank Juric 
played a full game as

AUSSIE Zlatko Arambasic is expected to be out for a 
further 8 weeks, following an arthroscopy on his left 
knee. 

The striker, who plays with Belgian Second Division 
Club KV Mechelen, injured a thigh muscle in a game 
three weeks ago, with the knee problem soon after. 

"The recovery from the thigh injury took two weeks 
but when I started running again, things in the knee 
felt wrong when J was doing accelerations and turning, 
so I went to visit a specialist because something was 
moving in my knee,” he said. 

"I went into surgery and luckily the ligaments were 


good, but there were two loose pieces of cartilage, and 
the specialist was surprised I was running around like 
I was.” 

"I’ve got them in a jar at home, just like my tonsils — 
in fact I’m waiting for the tooth fairy — or would that 
be the cartilage fairy to deliver some money. — do you 
think I’d get some more money for that?" 

The former Sydney Olympic and Blacktown City 
player, was Mechelen’s top scorer before being side- 
lined, and the injury has probably come at the worst 
possible time.

TO SYDNEY INVITATION

HE IS SIMPLY known 
as Pele but the words of 
Edson Arantes do Nasci- 
mento, a retired soccer 
player, still command 
attention throughout the 
world: 

Pele, recently con- 
firmed at a world football 
gala in Germany as 
merely the greatest player 
the world's most popular 
sport has known, contin- 
ues fo amaze with his 
non-stop travel and 
input into the game. 

Speaking during a con- 
ference call’ last week in 
which MasterCard an- 
nounced the renewal of 
its World Cup sponsor- 
ship and its deal with 
Pele, soccer's statesman 
dumped the idea of two 
referees for a match, said 
drugs were not a problem 
in soccer and a World 
Cup every two years 
needed more discussion. 

Pele said it would be a 
pleasure to be invited to 
attend the match between 
the FIFA Ali Stars and 
the Socceroos to open the 
new Homebush Olympic 
Stadium in June. 

"| always want to be 
where sport is being 
played and it would be a 
pleasure to be invited 
and also to be asked to 


attend the Sydney Olym- 
pics," he said. 

"It's important for foot- 
ball to be part of the 
Olympics because it 
gives an opportunity to 
younger players with the 
under 23 age limit and 
helps prepare them for 
the World Cup." 

The only moment he 
strayed from politeness 
and diplomacy was when 
questioned about the 
value of a Brazilian sen- 
ior team travelling to play 
matches against Austra- 
lia. 

There had been criti- 
cism in Brazil about the 
team playing against the 


Socceroos,- a team 
regarded as Jess than 
worthy to meet the world 
champions, 


"Sometimes it's more 
difficult to play against 
teams like Australia than 
name teams in 
Europe,” he added. 

“We know it will be 
difficult in Australia be- 
cause it won't be casy to 
beat the Socceroos at 
home. 

“Brazil! -has a new 
coach and a new forma- 
tion for the next World 
Cup and it will be good 
to have these games to 
give experience to the 
younger players. 

"We've always had a

NATIONAL youth coach 
Les Scheinflug will keep 
his team on ice and 
make a last-minute ap-- 
pearance in an effort to 


win Australia's first 
medal at a world soccer 
championship. 


Scheinflug has, named 
an 18-member squad to 
leave this week for train- 
ing camps and matches 
in Holland as a prelude to 
the World Under 20 
championships in Nigeria 
next month. 

"We will be doing most 
of our training in the 
cooler conditions in Hol- 
land before a final 
warm-up in Spain and 
plan to arrive in Nigeria 
one week before the start 
of the tournament,” 
Scheinflug said. 

“Other teams have ar- 
rived too early when 
tournaments have been 
played in countries with 
high temperatures and the 
players have suffered 
from the heat. 

"Our recent losses to 
South Korea. in tral 
matches were a blessing 
in disguise because it 
has made the players re- 
| alise they have a lot of 


work ahead if they want 
to win a medal. 

"The Koreans showed 
them the difference be- 
tween national league 
and international football 
because they were up to 
two metres faster than the 
Australians. 

"But I'm sure once the 
players settle down to 
concentrated training, 
they will gain the 
fitness and mobility to 
prove a handful to oppos- 
ing sides.” 

Carlton defender Simon 
Colosimo will retain his 
captaincy of the Under 20 
squad and will be keen to 
make a lasting impression 
which could carry him 
into the Australian team 
for the 2000 Olympics. 

Scheinflug said a num-

KELLY Hampton has 
watched plenty of rugby 
league in.a lot of stadi- 
ums in recent times as 
the girlfriend of Newcas- 
tle Knights frontrower 
Glenn Grief. 

But sitting right on the 
halfway line, just a 
dozen rows from the 
fence on Saturday as the 
$690 million main 
Olympic Stadium came 
gloriously to life was a 
sporting experience on a 
whole new level. 

"This place is just un- 
believable - even better 
than I thought," Hamp- 
ton said after taking 
her seat alongside the 
other Newcastle players’ 
partners amid a world 
record rugby league 
crowd of 104,583 for the 
NRL double header. 

"I'm surprised how 
good the view is and the 
atmosphere's just terri- 
fic." 

Mike Copeland, from 
the northwestern Sydney 
suburb of Pennant Hills, 
was seated in the back 
row on level six of one 
of the two main grand- 


stands with his family. 

The view from up in 
the gods in the biggest 
Olympic. stadium ever 
built is like looking down 
on an outsized chess 
board, but he wasn't com- 
plaining. 

"I've watched the sta- 
dium being built and I 
just really wanted to be 
here for the opening 
match," he said. 

"Even up here the 
view's quite OK, you get 
used to the height.” 

Copeland's only minor 
gripe was that it was hard 
to understand the audio 
system high in the 
grandstand, while some 
spectators noted that it 
got hot under the sloping 
roof on a_ perfect 
sunny Sydney day when 
the temperature topped 
28 degrees. 

But their predominantly 
positive impressions re- 
flected a great first day 
out for the stadium that 
will host the opening and 
closing ceremonies, the 
athletics and the men's 
soccer final at the 2000 
Olympics. 

The biggest test for 
Olympic organisers was 


always going to be get- 
ting fans to and from 
Homebush Bay, with a 
record 82,000 people 
arriving and leaving by 
train or bus. 

The anticipated post- 
game hold-ups at the 
train station never even- 
tuated, with the site 
cleared of spectators just 
over an hour after Par- 
ramatta had beaten St 
George-IIlawarra 20-10 
in the second game, 

Olympics minister Mi- 
chael Knight said the 
biggest transport glitch 
came when one west- 
bound train was sent east 
because _of a signalling 
error and otherwise it 
went “much smoother 
than expected”. 

"The crowd really made 
it, the atmosphere of hav- 
ing 105,000 in the sta- 
dium and having them 
understand that we were 
still learning, that there 
would be hiccups - they 
really got into the spirit 
of it,” he said. 

"If you compare that to 
trying to get a crowd 
about a third the size of 
that out of Moore 
Park (home of the Syd- 


ney Cricket Ground and 
the Sydney Football Sta- 
dium), where you can get 
gridiocks for a couple of 
hours, it was a pretty 
good performance.” 

The record crowd was 
well aware it was wit- 
nessing Australian sport- 
ing history in a state of 
the art venue, which was 
built in less than two and 
a half years. 

With 15 kitchens serv- 
icing seven restaurants 
and 72 food stands, plus 
53 bars, the catering 
was on a level never be- 
fore seen at an Australian 
sporting venue: 

Fast food traditionalists. 
could still indulge in a 
pie or hot dog, but more 
esoteric tastes were also 
catered for with Greek 
salad ($5.50), vegetarian 
spring rolls on a bed of 
rice noodles ($6.50) and 
chicken focaccia with 
egeplant and tomato 
($5.50) on the menu. 

The combination of a 
huge crowd and hot 
weather meant the beer 
queues early in the day 


stretched at times for’ 


30m, but there were sur- 
prisingly few complaints 


from punters waiting 
for one or more of the 
85,000 schooners staff 
were able to serve every 
hour. : 

It was also a very quiet 
night for police with just 
one person arrested for 
assault and resisting ar- 
rest, five others issued 
with notices for offensive 
behaviour and 24 specta- 
tors ejected from the sta- 
dium. 

Queues for: the 1,500 
toilets also did not get 
too far.out of hand on an 
occasion that exceeded 
Stadium Australia execu- 
tive director Chris Chap- 
man's expectations. 

"I was delighted, given 
the fact that we took pos- 
session of this stadium at 


11.32pm on Wednesday 
night and you can see for 
yourself that there are 
some things that are not 
yet quite spick and span," 
he said. 

"Il acknowledge there 
are a lot of things to im- 
prove on’... but in terms 
of the big picture, 
in terms of the services ... 
I was delighted." 

After the huge public 
response to the NRL dou- 
ble-header, Chapman is 
confident .of further 
sell-outs this year for 
other big events includ- 
ing a soccer international 
between Australia and 
the World All Stars (June 
12), rugby union tests 
against England (June 
26) and New Zealand 


(August 28) and an NFL 
game between the Den- 
ver Broncos and the San 
Diego Chargers (August 
8) 


Rugby league may also 
test the huge stadium's 
capacity again for big 
matches ‘including 
State of Origin II on 
June 9 and the NRL 
grand final on Septem- 
ber 26. 

But last night the sta- 
dium had the best of all 
possible beginnings in 
front of more than 
100,000 people who'll 
be able to tell their 
grandchildren: I was 
there.

FASTER, higher, 
Stronger is the inspiring 
theme for every Olym- 
pian and it's not far off 
the mark when it comes 
to Olympic stadiums. 

Stadium Australia is the 
biggest Olympic venue 
ever with a capacity of 
110,000 which is 
30,000 greater than the 
Munich ‘72 venue - re- 
garded as one of the first 
ever super stadiums, 

The Sydney stadium is 
14 storeys high, cost 
$640 =million, work 
started on the Homebush 
site in August 1996 and 
is expected to be com- 


plete this month. 

The capacity is 10,000 
more than the stunning 
Bukit Jalil stadium which 
hosted the Common- 
wealth Games in Kuala 
Lumpur: but would just 
over half fill soccer's Ma- 
tacana Stadium in 
Rio de Jarieiro. 

The cost of Australia's 
showpiece stadium is $13 
million less than it will 
cost to revamp 
the historic Wembley

If the action is boring 
there are 53 bars in the 
Sydney complex and bar 
staff can serve you 
85,000 schooners an hour 
at an almost ice-cool 2-4 
degrees.

While we are not talking © 
about players of the same 
profile as Pele in the Er- 
icsson Cup these players’ 
interests are still very im- 
portant. 

This fact is recognised in 
the Ericsson Cup Collec- 
tive Agreement, which is an agreement 
between Soccer Australia and the Aus- 
tralian Soccer Players' Association. 

The agreement governs rights and ob- 
ligations of players in the Ericsson Cup. 

In the agreement, Soccer Australia 
acknowledges that a player has a legiti- 
mate and commercial interest in his 
name, image, reputation, photograph, 
etc. 

The finding of the recent court case in 
Brazil involving Pele reflects this ac- 
knowledgment. 

The agreement also allows for negotia- 
tion between Soccer Australia and the 
Association regarding the Association's 
share of income from, among other 
things, television rights which involves 


The negotiated amounts are then 
applied to the benefit of the Association 
and its player members. 

Soccer Australia isn't obliged under 
its agreement with the Association to 
make additional payments to individual 
players from television rights payments, 
merchandising, etc. 

If an individual player wanted to seek 
additional payments from Soccer Aus- 
tralia for the use of his name, image, 
reputation, photo, etc. then that would 
have to be negotiated at the time of 
entering into his playing contract. 

With the benefit of hindsight, Pele 
would have done it that way, no doubt 
with the help of a lawyer!

Australian Soccer’s 


HALL OF FAME

ON Sunday 28th February 1999 the 
first inductees of the Australian Soc- 
cer Hall of Fame were presented. 

It was a historic day as Australia 
became one of the first leading foot- 
ball nations to have such a hall of 
fame. 

It brought together the greats of 
Australian Soccer and their families. 

Those who think it is a waste of 
money should perhaps realise just 
how much this award meant to the 
players. 

The function started with the 1974 
Socceroos being honoured, although 
they were not inducted on masse into 
the hall of fame. 

Rale Rasic spoke on behalf of the 
team and called up Ray Baartz who 
had been injured just prior to the 
Cup and did not go. 

Rasic then named Baartz as the 
best player he had seen and said if he 
had gone with the side then they 
surely would have won at least one 
game. 

He also mentioned the late Jimmy 
Mackay, the first of many well de- 
served reflections upon him through 
the night. 

Rasic pointed out the importance 
the Australian shirt had meant to all 
his side. ~ 

Then awarded an Australian shirt 
was a man who played for Australia 
in 1936. 

Back then shirts were not kept by 
the players and James Osborne, the 


oldest surviving Socceroo, was fi- 
nally a recipient of his own Austra- 
lian jersey. 

Then mentioned were those listed 
in the award of distinction and roll of 
honour from all states around Austra- 
lia. 

The next to be awarded were the 
players gaining the medal of excel- 
lence. 

Highlights of those speeches were 
Harry Williams, Australia’s first abo- 
riginal Socceroo, who pointed to the 
closeness of all the boys who he 
played with, even today. 

Manfred Schaefer pointed to the 
loss of Jimmy Mackay and how 
much it, was a setback to his life (and 
not getting the sack from the 
Sharks!), and also pointed out the 
reason he looked so short these days 
was the amount of games he had had 
to play. 

His most poignant comment was 
that about different nationalities. 

He stated that whilst Perth and 
Northern Spirit were great as we step 
into the future we must never forget 
the other nationalities that have put 
so much into football. 

The next person awarded was Jim

Mackay and after a standing ovation, 
Mackay’s son got up to collect the 
honour on behalf of his family. 

His son thanked the soccer commu- 
nity for their support of Jim’s family 
since his passing. ‘ 

Ray Baartz was then inducted and 
his very emotional speech was the 
best all night. 

“Tt am absolutely honoured to re- 
ceive this award today,” he said. 

“To the young players today that 
are making their careers don’t bow to 
the pressure, there is nothing like 
playing for your country.” 

And Baartz was an apprentice at 


Manchester United for two and a half - 


so he knows. 

Frank Loughran simply said that as 
an Irishmen he is proud to be Austra- 
lian and then emotion cut his speech 
short.

GOALKEEPER Thomas Ravelli, who earned a world 
record 143 caps for Sweden, has said he has decided 
to retire after 22 years in professional soccer. 

Ravelli, 39, has been considering his future since he 


left U.S. Major League Soccer club Tampa Bay Mu- 
tiny last November after a'year with the club. 

Ravelli's goalkeeping heroics helped Sweden reach 
the semifinals of the 1994 World Cup in the United 
States and earned the player a place on the short list 
for FIFA's All Stars selection from the tournament. 

He made his senior international debut in 1981 and 
played his last match for Sweden in a 1-0 win over 
Estonia in October 1997. 

"I've decided that I no longer have the inner motiva- 
tion fo continue," Ravelli fold Swedish SVT televi- 
sion. 

"Since I came home from the U.S. three months ago 
I've been thinking about what to do with my future.” 

He was first signed up by Osters IF when he was 
only 10 years old and developed through their school- 
boy and youth ranks’ before making his senior debut at 
17. 

He stayed with Osters for 19 years, winning Swedish 
championship medals in 1980 and 1981, and moved to 
IFK Gothenburg in 1989, winning further champion- 
ship titles in 1990 and 1991.

GERMAN Interior Ministry Otto Schily has proposed 
a deal with South Africa to boost Germany's chances 
of staging the World Cup soccer finals in 2006.

ENGLISH first division soccer club Crystal Palace 
has put itself into the hands of administrators in an 
| attempt to secure the club's financial future. 

The board of directors said in a statement "that 
| having regard to the present financial 
position of the company, the board are seeking to 
| Teorganise its finances and, to that end, 
will instruct professional advisers with a view to 
entering into a deed 
as to secure the long-term future of the club." 


Chairman Mark Goldberg, who bought the club 
for $A80 million in February 1998, said: "The 
present position is one common to a number of other 
clubs that have gone into administration. 

"To date all those clubs have come through fitter. 
and healthier and more efficient to secure their fu- 
ture in the Football League." 

Goldberg is the major stakeholder in Ericsson Cup 
club Northem Spirit and the Palace Aussie connec- 
tion also included former Socceroo boss Terry Ve- 
nables. 

El Tel parted company with Palace some weeks 
ago after the London side admitted that they could 
not pay his huge wage bill. 

Under Venables the Socceroos endured the biggest 
flop in their history — missing out on World Cup 
qualification in agonising fashion against Iran at the 
Melbourne Cricket Ground. 

Many in the Australian media have blamed Ve- 
nables’ extravagances and lack of fine planning for 
the Socceroos failure.

DENNIS Viollet, a mem- 
ber of the Manchester 
United Busby Babes and 
a survivor of the Munich 
air disaster in 1958, has 
died at his home in the 
United States. 

He was 65. 

The club confirmed 
that Viollet, who lived in 
Jacksonville, Florida, 
died on Saturday from 
a brain tumour after a 
long illness. 

Viollet's 32 league 
goals in the 1959-60 sea- 
son still stand as a club 
record and in all, he 
scored 178 goals in 291 
first team appearances for 
United between 1952 and 
1962. 

He joined in 1950 and 
graduated from the nurs- 
ery system installed by 
manager Matt Busby and 
which produced such 
players as Duncan Ed- 
wards and Bobby Charl- 
ton. 

Viollet was a member 
of the 1956-57 champi- 
onship winning team and 
was United's skipper in 
the 1959-60 season. 

He escaped death in the 


Munich air disaster 
which claimed the lives 
of 23 players, officials 
and crew. 

Viollet's injuries from 
the crash were thought to

FOR THREE years Mark 
Byrnes has lived in hope 
on the opinion of 
seasoned NSW _ soccer 
observer John Curran. 

Curran has chad 25 
years of experience of 
coaching and scouting all 


age groups in Sydney. 
Having coached

Leagues, Sydney 
Olympic Colts and more 
recently, Gladesville 


Hornsby in the Super 
Youth league, his opinion 
is well regarded at junior 
levels. 

Three years ago he saw 
a rawboned Bymes in 
defence and boldly stated 
and continued to state 
despite much ridicule that 
Bymes was “as good as 
Craig Moore was at 14”. 

To his critics’ delight 
this statement was

At -just 15 Byres 
lacked speed.and strength 
but with two good feet 
and a steady nerve he 
quickly adapted to the 
demands of National 
Youth League. 

His play was

_ of courage and discipline. 

He also possessed that 
inestimable invaluable 
quality; teachability. 

“Bymes is a_ great 
listener”, Davies said. 

During his. time with 
the Colts he learned how 
to play Zonal defence 
without the comfort of a 
sweeper.

But the lack of facilities 
at Olympic was a key 
factor in leaving for the 
NSW ITC where the lure 
of a Joey’s spot was 
enough to make:his mind 
up.

Davies and Curran tried 
desperately to convince 
Olympic General 
Manager Frank Martin to 
invest some money in 
Bymes but Olympic wete 
not intes.-sted. 

‘Smilufly- other NSL 
clubs have overlooked 
Bymes who has had an 
outstanding season so far 
in his second year at the 
academy. 

“T am finding the Youth 
League quite easy, there 
aren’t- really many 
attackers that have 
impressed me,” he said. 

When pushed he 
nominated Marconi’s 
Mark Hagger as someone 
who has been playing 
well but insisted that he 
had no problems against 


Marconi Youth. 

The key to this 
confidence is the 
Strength, speed and 
power he has developed 
under the academy 
programme. 

He is the second 
quickest in the squad 


over 20 metres clocking 
in at 2.86 seconds - just 
two hundredths behind 
winger Shane Cansdell 
Sheriff one of those 
being courted by Leeds 
United. 

Byrnes does 0.96 
seconds for 5 metres — a 
great asset for tracking 
international strikers. 

Byrnes was not 
impressed initially with 
the ITC but now reflects 
that the programme has 
value.
